Refugees had been pouring across the 
bridges since dawn. 

The insurrecto reinforcements from 
Bauche had left there, it was an- 
nounced, and were expected in Juarez 
about 1 p. m. 

At 9:30 o’clock the rebels were firing 
|within the immediate’ neighborhood of 
the church. 

Refugees reaching El Paso at 9:30 re- 
perted that Americans in the tnsurrecto 
ranks plundered several jewelry stores 
during the night and transported their 
booty to friends on the American side. 

A wounded insurrecto brought across 
tthe line at 10 a. m. declared he received 
his wound while fighting in the tower of 
the church. He said that Gen. Blanco 
with 200 men stormed the church at mid- 
night and after a fierce struggle drove 
the Federals from the building. 

At 10 a. m. Gen. Navarro was report- 
ed to have deserted Juarez and was said 
to be fleeing with his men toward 
Bauche. He was not believed to know 
that insurrecto reinforcements were 
coming from that direction. 

Insurrectos were shouting wildly at 
10:05 o’clock about both bridges and the 
noise in' the town was deafening. 

Insurrecto cavalrymen were galloping 
‘oward Gen. Madero, who was about a 
half mile away, to inform him of their 
success. 

In the battle at the church the insur- 
rectos were reported to have taken 
many prisoners. The insurrectos had 
stolen into advantageous positions under 
cover of darkness and their stealth is 
believed to have been responsible for the 
inroads they had’made. 

The insurrectos at 10:10 o’clock were 
reported to have liberated everybody in 
jail except a negro who killed Burt 
| Schell, a well-known racetrack man, 
there a month ago. 

About séventy-five prisoners were in 
the jail and they set out for 1 Paso, it 
was reported, at,10:20 o’clock. Insur- 
rectos could now be seen on the tops of 
many buildings. 

Col. Francisco Villa, with 150 rebels, 
had started in pursuit of Navarro and 
Gen. Madero was moving rapidly toward 
Juarez at 10:30 o’clock to take possession 
of the town, it was announced. 

Ipsurrectos at 10:35 o’clock came from 
behind their barricades and filled the 
streets. .A number of Federals took 
refuge in the adobe houses west of the 
town. 

There was some firing to the west of 
the city but otherwise the rebels at 
10:45 a. m. seemed to be in complete 
control. 

The Red Cross gathered a number of 
wagons at the Santa Fe bridge prepar- 
ing to go across to get the wounded. 

A Federal captain was lying hurt 
early today within view of the American 
shore, but no effort has been made to 
care for him. 

The United States troops have been 
having considerable trouble with the 
Mexicans on the American side, who in- 
sist on lining the river. front directly 
opposite the firing. Two or three al- 
ready have been arrested for throwing 
rocks at the United States soldiers.

‘THRILLING WAR SCENES IN 
TUESDAY’ § FIGHT WITNESSED 
BY POST-DISPATCH MAN

Brave Little Band of Americaris, Some Unarm- 
ed, Waiting for the Guns of the Wounded, 


Know No Fear—Correspondent 
Helps Resoue Injured. 





BY EARL HARDING 


Special Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch and New York World. 

EL PASO, Tex., May 10.—By day-bright moonlight, under the bluest and 
starriest of skies, the Madero army, which fought from daybreak till twi- 
light under the rays of a summer sun, drew in its lines last night around the 
hard-pressed forces of Brigadier-General Juan J. Navarro, who was fighting 
for his life in beleaguered Juarez. This morning the insurrecto army ex- 
pected to drive the Federals from their two —— positions and force 


an unconditional surrender. 


When the Post-Dispatch correspondent left Juarez at dusk, having gone 
in with the first relief expedition to remove the wounded to El’ Paso, this 
was the position as could be best ascertained without penetrating the zones 


of fiercest fighting. 

Juarez was surrounded on all sides 
by the insurrecto forces. The river 
front, “with the approaches to both in- 
ternational bridges, was held by 300 reb- 
els under Maj. Juan Dozal, chief of 
Gen. Pasqual Orozco’s staff. 

Into the center of the city®Maj. Raoul 
Madero, the youthful brother of the 


@ebel chief, had led 600 men, who were 


holding their position and preparing to 
storm the bull ring, one of the remain- 
ing Federal positions, with the co-oper- 
ation of Orozco, who is closing in with 
700 men from the East. 

Americans in a Plight. 

During the battle yesterday “Long 
Tom,” the 7 foot 2 inch bore cannon, 
fashioned by the insurrectos out of a 
locomotive axle, blew up in the hands 
of its operators, eight American adven- 
turers. The gun had been dragged up 
back of Garibaldi’s position and was 
doing effective work in silencing the 
Federal battery in Juarez. The firing 
pin blew out, shooting a spark into a 
powder magazine, which exploded with- 
out harm. 

W. E. Keeley of Chicago took charge 
of the fighting’ while Capt. L. L. Char- 
pentier, Chief of Artillery, retired to 
make a new pin. Keeley tried firing 
with a fuse and blew out the breech 
block, putting the cannon out of busi- 
ness. The eight Americans left without 
cannon or rifles and had little choice. 
The United States troops would not per- 
mit them to cross to the American side 
if they had wished. Seven of the eight 
decided to stick together, run the Fed- 
eral fire to join their comrades in 
Juarez, trusting to luck to find weapons 
and ammunition dropped by some of the 
wounded. 

‘Eager to Fight. 

At 5 o’clock they joined Maj. Dozal’s 
men in the horse car barn near the end 
of the Santa Fe bridge. They had 
drunk from the muddy Rio Grande, but | 
had eaten nothing all day, yet they 
were the first to seize guns and rush 
away to the firing line when bullets be- 
gan to fall about the car barn. They

Besides Charpentier and Keeley there 
were in this band E.; D. Ulum, Col. 
Heath, Col. Thorpe, Heizer and Fran- 
cisco Padora. Three of them could not 
find guns in the car barn which served 
as headquarters, fort and hospital. They 
begged Mexican insurrectos to lend 
theirs and cursed them when no one 
would surrender his rifle. -One-of this 
band rushed off to the trenches with 
his fellows still unarmed; ready to take 
up & gun when someone should fall. 
Such was the fighting spirit of the 
American adventurers closing in on 
Juarez. 
Suffering Was Severe. 

Since Monday afternoon wounded in- 
surrectos have been limping across the

international bridge begging to be al- = 


yléwed to enter hospitals in EH] Paso 
only to be turned back by the American 
soldiers who had been instructed to ob- 
serve strict neutrality, even to refusing 
aid to the dying. 

At 3 o’clock thig afternoon Col. Steever 
j telegraphed to the commander of the 
Department of Texas that in the in- 
terests of humanity he would permit 
the wounded of either side to be brought 
across the border if there was no ob- 
jection. Brigadfer-General Duncan re- 
sponded from San Antonio that such 
action would be permitted and at 5 
o’clock the first relief expedition started 
across into Juarez under the leadership 
of Capt. Juan §S. Hart, a wealthy El 
Paso resident. 

“Mysterious Billy’? Smith, ex-pugilistic 
star, Chief of Police of El Paso, waved 
a white sheet from & pole as the auto- 
mobile crossed. the bridge and was 
stopped by the insurrecto’ guards. 

When the mission was explained ‘a 
soldier ran ahead to the car barn where 
nine wounded rebels were lying on cots 
or on the ground in the mule stalls. Be- 
fore the automobile could proceed fur- 
ther into Juarez, Capt. Hart was sent 
back to arrange for the removal of this 
first installment of the injured. 

The most seriously wounded was Leon- 
ard Baroski of Chicago. He fought 
against the Russians for Polish inde- 
pendence and enlisted as a private in 
Madero’s army as a patriot, he said. His 
gun was splintered in his hand at the 
same time that an exploding shell 
gouged out an eye and shattered his 
hand, : 

Ed Baughman, from Texarkana, lay 


in a mule stall with a bullet in his leg, 


and A. E. Anderson, addregs refused, 
had a bullet in his thigh. 
Left Lying in the Suan. 

Some of the men and their comrades 
had lain in the blistering sun for hours 
without water? Some. had tasted no 
food for 36-houns; in the barn of a hos- 
pital a goat had been slaughtered and 
soup made for the invalid men. Those 
who could walk were supported, the 
others were carried on stretchers by 
their comrades to the center of the in- 
ternational bridge, where Col. Steever’s 
men met them and carried them to the 
American custom house and put them 





in ambulances. At the same time bul- 
lets- were beginning to come in their di- 
rection and the volunteer hospital stew- 
ards seized their guns and rushed to the 
front. 


In Maj. Dozal’s car barn hospital 





Patrick O'Neil of Detroit, who said that 
he had fought in Cuba with the Elev- 
enth Cavalry, was caring for the 
wounded, assisted by another, who en- 
listed as Frank King from New Jersey. 
These two volunteered to get the wound- 
ed out of their trench and across the 
open field to the shelter of the car 
bafn. 

“While we went about our work,” said 
O'Neill, “the 30 Americans in our band 
jumped from shelter and exposed them- 
selves so as to draw the Federal fire 
and permit us to rescue our wounded. 
I never saw men behave as thdse fel- 
lows did under fire.”’ 

Brave Lot of Men. 


The Post-Dispatch correspondent can 
add this testimonial to the spirit of the 
band. When he arrived at the car barn 
with one other correspondent who ac- 
companied Capt. Hart on his first trip 
the two went in to tell the wounded 
that they were to be taken to hospitals 
in El Paso. 

“Oh, go-on further up and rescue 
the poor. ‘Gevile Who are hurt worse than 
we are,” was the way they greeted 
the news of their delivery. 

Baughman asked only that his borther 


in @hicago be notified he was wounded } 


in a house not far from Gen. Navarro’s 
headquarters. Later the Americans 
learned that they had been in the Fed- 
eral General’s own house and had taken 
two of his swords and guns. 

M. B. Hawkins of Los Angeles, a pri- 
vate in the insurrecto army, told the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent that four 
companions helped him rush to the 
house to find shelter from a shower of 
Federal lead. «A beautiful woman op- 
posed their entry and grabbed from 
their hands a sheet which they had 
taken to bandage Baughman’s wounded 
leg. The house proved to be of fresh 
adobe through which Federal bullets 
cut like rat’s noses in cheese, and they 
fled, leading Baughman with them. 


At 5 o’clock the Juarez postoffice was 
fired by a bomb thrown by one of Gari- 
baldi’s men, and-soon its smoke and 
flames could be seen afar. Smoked out 
of the adjacent barracks, Navarro’s sol- 
dierg \were forced to retreat from their 
quarters’and to take their last stand in 
the church, which had been strongly 
fortified for months. 

The church was under fire all day, 
but this morning was scarcely marred, 
since the insurrectos had ‘been unable to 
direct their own remaining cannon 
against its thick walls. 

At times when Madero returned to his 


headquarters there was less than a cor- 
poral’s guard of soldiers about his hut 
and no reinforcements within two miles. 
A flanking movement of Federal caval- 
ry was reported at one time, and it was 
surmised that Navarro was planning to 
capture the rebel chief while he was at 
the rear. 

Madero, however, in his camp 
undisturbed during the afternoon while 
his men were fighting under fire of 
shrapnel and machine guns 
trenches and on the roofs of Juarez. It 
was explained that he had been up near- 
ly all night, pleading with his men to 
desist from the assault, and that by 
afternoon he Was exhausted, but it is 
more probable that he was keeping in 
touch by telephone with the peace com- 
missioners and his own agents in El! 
Paso, who watched the fight from vari- 
ous points of vantage and reported by 
wire to their chief.

Legislative Action by Gov- 
‘ernments Concerned as 
Check on Rapture Is Also 
Provided For—Ready for 
Submission to Bryce.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—<Planning 
to eliminate the Fermanent Court of 
Arbitration at The Hague in all An- 
gie-American affairs, by terminating 
the outstanding agreement, and to 
make the new arbitration treaty be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain authoritative over all their 
future mutual business, and alsa 
specifying governmental confirmation 
of the commissions to be empowered 
to decide questions of national honor, 
the American suggestions for the 
treaty have been tentatively decided 
upon by Secretary Knox. They were 
read for submission to James Bryce, 
the British Ambassador, upon the lat- 
ter’s return from Canada today. 

- With the two exceptions noted, the 
American suggestions are a condensa- 
tion of the British suggestions, a syn- 
opsis of which was exclusively pub- 
lished by the Post-Dispatch a few 
days ago. Therefore, it’ is 
highly probable that Bryce will find 
them acceptable and will transmit 
them to London with his approval. 
The American suggestions follow:. 
1. The governments of Great Britain 
and the United States hereby agree 
to arbitrate all their differences after 
the ratification of this treaty; and 
all differences will be arbitrated be- 
tween the two contracting states, 
without recourse to present estab- 
lished arbitral courts. 

2. All minor cases will be settled di- 
rectly between the Foreign Office at 
London and the State Department at 
Washington; all other cases, especial- 
ly those involving questions of national 
honor, will be arbjtrated by special 
plenipotentiary ambassadors to be ap- 
pointed by His Majesty the King and 
the President, subject to confirmation 
by the two governments. 

Liability for Damages. 

8. The two contracting governments 
bind themselves to abide by the findings 
of the plenipotentiary ambassadors, 
from which there will be no appeal. 
Liability for damages and pecuniary 
losses will also be agreed to in the same 
manner. 

4. Arbitration cases will be decided at 
sittings not exceeding three months in 
duration. Hf unfinished at the end of 
&) days, new plenipotentiary ambass- 
adorgs will be appointed and hearings 

ted. and continued. At the end of 

months, in the event of disagree- 
ment, the differences will be referred 
to the respective governments and 
legislative action by the Congress and 
Parliament toward their settlement be 
teken by mutual agreement. 
6. Both governments agree to contract 
no alliances with a third party during 
the operation of this treaty, although 


_ treaties may be entered into mutually 


» by and with the consent of the other. 

The foregoing five sections are con- 
sidered comprehensive in every respect 
and their provisions carry sweeping au- 
thority with them. It is believed that 
these suggestions will place the entire 
Tesponsibliity upon the two govern- 
ments proper in settling any possible 
_ disputes hetween them. This is not the 
case with the British suggestions. The 
American suggestions directly refer 
back to the Congress of the Unitea 
States and the British Pertiament all 
unfinished business. 

‘BY this arrangement, it is siinigt out, 
the two legislative bodies can author- 
ize the respective diplomatic officers 
throngh proper channels to settle exist- 
ing difficulties. The possibility of rup- 
ure is precluded by the words in sec- 


tien 4 that legislative action toward 


their settlement must “be taken by mu- 
ena agreement.”’ 

‘Tt can be stated with positive assur- 
noee that the question of the commis- 
wion's powers and the jurisdiction over 
unsettled cases has been the difficulty 
in speeding the preparation of the 
‘treaty, over which the State Depart- 
twent and the British Foreign Office 


have worked for three months independ- 


‘ertly of formal conferences held by 
Rritteh Ambassador Bryce and State 
Lepartment officials.

Hall of St. Louis and Judge H. S. King 
of Pawhuska, Ok., who filed the suits 
for the creditors, Lewis bought in 1905 
for $114,000. He turned this property 
over to the University Heights* xs. alty 
and Development Co., according to the 
petition, for $537,788.16, and then as. presi- 
dent of the company caused phe notes 
t» be issued and sold.

It was meant that the committee 
should establish an office either in 
St. Louis or University City and as- 
sume active management of the di- 
versified Lewis interests. 

The business is now in the hands 
of the directors of the various com- 
panies to whom Lewis has turned over 
his entire holdings in trust for five 
years. Expert accountants were In- 
vestigating the condition of the en- 
terprises when the suits were filed. 

Angert was not in his office at jhe 
time the suitg were filed and could not 
he reached for a statement as to what 
effect these suits will have on the re-

! Alice Dale Also Victim of Flames 
but Audience Is Saved by 
Iron Stage Curtain.

EDINBURGH, Scotlaf@> May 10.— 
Eight bodies have been recovered this 
morning from the ruins of the Empire 
Music Hall, which. burned last night. 
The bodies so far Adentified are those 
of “La Fayette, the Great,” and two 
members of his company, Alice Dale, 
who impersonated the Teddy Bear mid- 
get, and Joe Coster. Two bodies are 
those of members of the orchestra and 
three others hawvé not been identified. 

Miss Dale and Coster were natives of 
England. La Fayette was a German. 
He played for 20 years in the United 
States. During the last two years he 
has been in Great Britain, presenting at 
music halls a spectacular “furn” which 
introduced a horse and a dog. An at- 
tempt to rescue these two pets lont the 
performer his life. 


pani¢. when the stage was a mass of 
flames. All the performers and stage 
hands were rushing out of the place, 
when he was seen to re-enter the stage 
door, saying as he did so: 

“T am going to try ad get my horse 
and dog.” 

Flames Start in Scenery. 

. When the ruins were examined the 
actor’s charred body was found beside 
the body of his horse and a heavy burnt 
timber lay across both man and beast. 

The fire started in a mass of scen, 
ery used in the conclusion of La Fay> 
ette’s performance, which was a spec- 
tacular military pageant in which he 
represented Lord Roberts and. other 
celebrities on horseback. 

In a moment the stage was filled with 
flames. The iron fire curtain was hasti- 
ly lowered and the audience, which at 
first thought that the burst of fire was 
a part of the spectacle, escaped with 
little panic. 

Iron Curtain Falls on Stage. 

Those behind the scenes, having s&e- 
cured the safety of the auditors, made 
a, mad rush for the exits. When the 
fire was at its height, the iron curtain 
fell in on the stage. 

La Fayette, who Was a popular and 
picturesque character, recently finished 
2 season at the largest London halls. 
He had a residerice in London and 
across the front of the home were 
blazoned the words, ‘a Fayette, the 
Great.”’ Under this were pictures of 
himself, with his horse and dog. .

Every billboard in St. Louis erected 
in violation of the city ordinances will 
be wrecked by Building Commissioner 


\Smith, he told a Post-Dispatch reporter 


Wednesday, as soon as-he receives the 
mandate of the Supreme Court uphold- 
ing the vaHdity of the ordinance. The 
Building Commissioner said that he ex- 
pected to finish the wrecking of the bill- 
boards before he retires from office 
June 1. ’ 

“Practically every piliboard in St. 
Louis is erected in violation of the law,’’ 
said the Building Commissioner. “Since 
this litigation was started four years 
ago the billboard companies have re- 
built nearly all their signs. Most of 
them were built without’ permits from 
this office. Therefore they are illegal, 
and will have to come down. 

“T have a squad of 19 building fa. 
spectors. These men will be started out 
with axes to wreck the billboards prob- 
ably within two or three op 


Has Plenty of Hel 
“The City Marshal's force PN also be 


available and I May call upon Fire 
Chief Swingley forsome of his fire- 
fighting “a to aid me with their 
axes. 

“There is a big billboard .at Twenty- 
second street and Washington avenue 
that ought to come down immediately. 
There is another big double-decker at 
Twenty-ninth street and Washington 
avenue, built right on the sidewalk line, 
that will have to come down right 
away. 

“The big double-decker at Olive stréet 
and Taylor avenue also violates the or- 
dinances. There is another very dan- 
gerous billboard at Compton avenue and 
Dakota street. These billboards must 
be wrecked, or so changed immediately 
as to conform to the law. 

“The billboard companies may apply 
to the Supreme Court for a rehearing, 
but the City Counselor advises me that 
as the court en bane passed on the 
case, there is no likelihood of the re- 
hearing being granted. : 

“An appeal might be taken to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, but 
if that is done the billboard companies 
must, in the meantime, comply with the 
law.

These nominations are Dwight F. 
Davis for Park Commissioner, Vital W. 
Garesche for City Counselor, Kar] Kim- 
mel for Police Judge and John W. Major 
for Superintendent of the Industrial 
School. 

Fletcher said they were not reported 
out because he could not induce the 
other members of the Committee to meet 
with him. 

Lehmberg said he understood that 
Fletcher was holding back committee 
action until he could get responses to 
letters sent to the appointees asking 
how they would distribute their patron- 
age if they were confirmed. Fletcher 
hotly deniéd that he had sent any such 
letters.

FOOD SUPPLIES | 
T0 BE ENFORCED 


Ordinance in Abeyance Because 
of Absence of Flies, Ordered 
Into Effect. 





With the first foretaste of summer, 
the Health Department decided to en- 
force an ordinance which has been ef- 
fective since April 1, but which has 
been ignored because the weather was 
cool and the fly had not made his 
annual] disease-bringing reée-appearance. 
The ordinance provides that all food for 
human consumption shall be screened 
frcm flying insects. 

This means that if you carry an open 
vail’of milk or can of beer from the 
corner to your home you are liable to 
a fine of from $5 to $25. Hucksters who 
offer their wares without screening them 
ore like@’se liable. The grocer and the 
butcher must have their foods and meats 
covered when they set them out for 
view, in such a way that flies can not 
ret to them. 

The ordinance also provides that there 
shall be no drinking cups in parks, 
public or private schools, play grounds 
or public buildings, so that it may be 
well to provide yourself with a col- 
lapsible pocket cup. 

The soda boy and the bartender must 
rinse every glass in running water aft- 
er it has been used, and is subject to a 
fine if h® does not. 

Assistant Health Commissioner Jor- 
dan, now that the measles epidemic is 
well in hand, is determined to enforce 
thé new ordinance, and will put inspec- 
tors out to work on it. Policemen: will 
help to punish offenders.

Thomas Wentworth Higginson, histo- 
rian and author, minister and soldier,

abolitionists of half a century ago. 


died here last aight, aged 8&7 
Col. Higginson had been il! about 1° 
days. A general breakdown, due to old 
age, became afparent, but not consid- 
ered serious until yesterday, he 


became unconscious. He is survived by 
a widow and one daughter, Mrs. J. D. 
Barney of. Boston. 

He was almost the last of that New 
England coterie which included Long- 
fellow, Whittier, Holmes, Emerson and 
Lowell. He also was one of the anti- 
slavery agitators of abolitionists. He 
was author of a History of the United 
States, an English history for Ameri-

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THE SLOGAN CONTEST. 

The committee of citizens to award the prize in 
the Post-Dispatch Slogan Contest is making ex- 
’ cellent progress. Having eliminated all but about 
five hundred slogans, the committee is approach- 
ing the final judgment. Each committeeman will 
carefully go over the remaining slogans and indi- 
eate his preference. Then the entire committee 
will review the opinions of the individual mem- 
bers and arrive at a conclusion. 

There is cause for great gratification on the 
part of the contestants, the city, the Post-Dis- 
patch—all concerned in the contest—in the char- 
acter of the slogan committee. It is a body of 
representative men who bring to the selection of 
the slogan the standpoints of many varied inter- 
ests and the judgment of expert talent. On the 
committee are leading profesSional and business 
men. The expert advertisers are strongly repre- 
sented. . 

The proof of widespread and deep public inter- 
est in the contest and the general recognition of 
its importance is found as much in the committee 
and its work as in the 70,000 slogans. That 27, 
of the busiest men in the city should undertake 
willingly to pass upon thousands of slogans in 
order to assure the best possible result for the city 
is a demonstration of enthusiastic public spirit. 
This demonstration is a proof of St. Louis spirit 
and a stimulating example. It insures a sound 
and acceptable conclusion. 
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TURNING ON THE LIGHT. 

Congress convened in special session on April 4. 
On April 21 the Canadian reciprocity measure 
passed the House. On May 8 the farmers’ free 
list bill passed the same body. The activities of 
the month, however, go far beyond these two per- 
formances. For the first time since high tariffs 
have been the policy of the nation definite in- 
formation has been produced as to the intimate 
relations between protection and oppressive mo- 
nopoly. 

In their tariff discussions and» investigations 
Democrats have shown no purpose to deceive 
themselves into false beliefs or permit others to 
mislead them. They have held no secret confer- 
ences with seekers of privilege. "They have no 
Sympathetic understandings with Big Business. 
Trust magnates who came to proclaim disaster 
as the result of proposed legislation stayed to tes- 
tify to facts and conditions. Numerous investi- 
gations have been promised or ordered as the re- 
sult of isolating the germ of: monopoly. Con- 
gressman ‘Rodenberg was moved to offer a satir- 
ical resolution for the investigation of baseball 
as the only industry not scheduled for one. 

The Steel Trust, which suspended work in Rep- 
resentative Underwbod’s district, got in line for 
investigation. It is a monopoly in no need of pro- 
tection if Andrew Carnegie is an authority. The 
case of the Shoe Machinery Trust, the vulture 
which has long been gnawing at the vitals of the 
shoe industry, has been referred to the Depart- 
.ment of Justice. The Lumber Trust, which “put 
Lorimer over;” the Tobacco Trust, whose life is 
threatened by a Supreme Court decision; 
Woolen Trust, the product of the schedule which 
is the “keystone in the arch of protection,” and 
the Sugar Trust, which has been dominant in the 
United States Senate for nearly twenty years, are 
each the subject of resolutions calling for com- 
mittees to investigate their operations. In every 
case information is sought for use: ultimately in 
adjusting the tariff so as to destroy and prevent 
what it has heretofore been used to create and 
maintain. 

These proceedings mark no desire for trust 
busting for the mere love of a fray.’ Like Ca- 
nadian reciprocity and the free list bill, they are 
the first purposeful steps toward the use of the 
tariff to benefit the consumer as well as the 
producer.

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THE BILLBOARD CASE. 

The decision of the Supreme Court sustaining 
the validity of the ordinance for the regulation 
of billboards does not mean that these unsightly 
affairs will all come down. It does mean that the 
“double deckers” will be removed, that spaces 
must be made every 50 feet, that they must be 
three feet clear of the ground and 15 feet back 
from the sidewalk.
